Chinook’s Edge School Di¬ 
vision (CESD) has selected a 
site for the new Didsbury High 
School. The paperwork is now 
complete and the school divi¬ 
sion is taking the next step to¬ 
wards construction. 

The high school will be lo¬ 
cated on a 15-acre parcel of land 
located directly east of the 
Mountain View County offices 
in the southeast area of town. 
Chinook’s Edge is able to uti¬ 
lize a five-acre section of land 
to be set aside as a school re¬ 
serve as well as an adjoining 
10 acres formally owned by 
Herman and Shirley Dorin. 

“We are pleased to have been 
able to work with the Dorin 
family and the Town of 
Didsbury to arrange to build on 
a property that will serve the 
students of Didsbury for many 
years to come,” said Jim Gib¬ 
bons, CESD superintendent. 

The Town of Didsbury 
granted first reading to By-laws 
04-02 and 04-03 at their Mon¬ 
day council meeting. The By¬

pal Development Plan from R 
(Residential) to RI (Recreation 
Institutional Public Facilities) 
and the Land Use Bylaw from 
UR (Urban Reserve) to IS (In¬ 
stitutional) for 15 +/- acres in 
the NW corner of SE Quarter 
18-31-1W5M. 

Gibbons said the site was 
selected because it would best 
help the division meet the needs 
of students.

The future of Midway School 
is still unknown, and the date 
when Chinook’s Edge School 
Division (CESD) are expected 
to hand down the verdict is 
also unknown. 

The committee which 
Chinook's Edge struck to look 


at the viability of the small, 
36-student school east of 
Carstairs, is on the ‘hit-list’ 
for closure for the local school 
division, as administration 
say it is costing too much to 
keep the school open and the 
school is in need of half-a-mil- 
lion dollars worth of up¬ 
grades. 


The board will be asked to 
make a decision in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

“(The point of the committee, 
which was struck by CESD was 
to look at the school and ask,) 
‘Is the school viable and in what 
ways can the viability be im¬ 
proved?’ Really, that’s the gist of 
it,” said the committee’s chairman 


and CESD Trustee, Ian Taylor. 

The committee presented the 
history, the numbers, and the 
stats of the school at the last 
regular board meeting of CESD, 
March 10. 

Midway School was first built 
in 1953, and was open for busi¬ 
ness the fall of 1954.

Dial will continue in June 


Trial will continue in 
June 

The trial of a man 
charged following a single 
vehicle accident near West¬ 
ward Ho east of Sundre in 
May will continue June 25. 
Gregory Albert Wilvers 
faces seven charges includ¬ 
ing dangerous operation, 
disqualified driving, theft, 
and driving with a blood al¬ 
cohol level greater than 80 
mg per cent. His trial began 
on March 8. 

Wilvers was charged fol¬ 
lowing an accident on a ru¬ 
ral road south of Hwy 27 
about 12 kilometres east of 
Sundre on May 1st. 

That accident saw a 
pickup truck pulling a holi¬ 
day trailer leave the road¬ 
way and roll several times. 
Three people in the vehicle 
were taken to the Sundre 
hospital, treated and later 
released. 

Crown witness Terry 
Clark, who has a property 
along the roadway where 
the crash occurred, testified 
he ran to the scene seconds 
after the mid-afternoon ac¬ 
cident. 

He said when he came up 
to the vehicle, the accused 
was sitting behind the steer¬ 
ing wheel, with two passen¬ 
gers beside him in the cab. 

He testified he later wit¬ 
nessed the accused slurring 
his words, staggering 
around the scene, and argu¬ 
ing with one of the passen¬ 
gers. 

Ralph Conway testified 
for the Crown that he had 
possession of the pickup and 
trailer at his Westward Ho 
residence prior to the acci¬ 
dent. 

He said he had not given 
anyone permission to take 
the vehicle from the prop¬ 
erty. 

The Crown is expected to 
call more than 20 witnesses 
in the trial. 

Man took motor vehi¬ 
cle 

A man who took his em¬ 
ployers’ truck in Calgary 
and didn’t bother to return 
it has been jailed. 

Darren Dean Rizling 
pleaded guilty on March 8 to 
a charge of taking a motor 


vehicle without owners con¬ 
sent. 

The accused took the ve¬ 
hicle on March 3 from his oil 
company employer, court 
heard. 

He was supposed to re¬ 
turn the vehicle at the end 
of the work day, but instead 
headed north. 

When he tried to fill up in 
Didsbury on March 6, his 
credit card was rejected. 
Having already filled up the 
vehicle, the man was com¬ 
pelled by the clerk to go to 
the police station. 

Once there police deter¬ 
mined that the 2002 Chev 
Silverado was stolen. 

“I guess you get permis¬ 
sion in the future,” said 
Judge R. Davies. 

Citing the three days the 
accused spent in pre-trial 
custody, the judge ordered 
him jailed for one day. 

Youth punched friend 

A 16-year-old boy who 
punched a friend in the nose 
during a drinking party last 
September has been fined. 

The boy, who cannot be 


named, pleaded guilty on 
March 8 to a charge of as¬ 
sault causing bodily harm. 

The accused and the vic¬ 
tim got into an argument 
while sitting in a vehicle, 
court heard. 

After a time, the accused 
punched the victim, causing 
his nose to bleed. 

“Are you a tough guy?” 
the judge asked the boy. 

The accused nodded his 
head no. 

The judge fined the boy 
$240. 

Boy made hashish 

A 17-year-old boy who ad¬ 
mitted growing marijuana 
and then processing it into 
hashish has been placed on 
probation. 

The boy, who cannot be 
named, pleaded guilty ear¬ 
lier to a charge of produc¬ 
ing a controlled substance. 
He was sentenced on March 
8 . 

“He either has a drug 
problem or he has an atti¬ 
tude problem,” the judge 
said. The boy was sentenced 
to one year probation.

According to Gibbons, the 
division required 15 acres 
for the size of school that is 
planned. This site is close to 
recreational facilities and to 
work experience sites in 
Didsbury. The new location 
will also help the division 
and town address concerns 
about traffic congestion 
around the current high 
school, middle school and 
elementary school. 

Chinook’s Edge examined 
several possible locations 
for the new school. One con¬ 
sideration was to build in 
the area of the elementary/ 
middle/current high school 
however, Gibbons said that 
building in that area would 
result in several challenges, 
including baseball diamonds 
and a proposed soccer field 
that would be displaced. 
There are wetlands in the 
area and limitations with 
roads and residential hous¬ 
ing bordering on the divi¬ 
sion’s property that also 
caused concern. 

“We are happy to have a 
beautiful location,” said Roy 
Brassard, CESD Board 
chair. “It will give us the op¬ 
portunity to design a mod¬ 
ern high school that will be 
best for the students of 
Didsbury. At the same time, 
we’ll be able to address some 
current challenges such as 
traffic congestion.” 

Alberta Infrastructure 
announced its approval for 
a replacement high school 
for Didsbury last spring. 
The total cost of the project 
is expected to be $7,793,864. 
The school will be designed 
to accommodate 390 stu¬ 
dents in grades nine though 
12 . 

On April 1 at 6 p.m. at the 
train station the Town is 
holding a Public Hearing for 
Bylaws 04-02 and 04-03. Fol¬ 
lowing the Hearing will be 
a Special Council meeting 
where council will have the 
opportunity to pass the sec¬ 
ond and third readings. 

“The Public Hearing is 
an opportunity for people to 
put in their input about the 
by-laws,” said Mike 
Phillips, Town development 
officer. “If people have objec¬ 
tions, concrete reasons to 
draw concern, we will listen 
to them and the council will 
make an informed decision.” 

Once the property is offi¬ 
cially rezoned the division 
will move forward with 
planning, and if all goes 
well, a ground breaking in 
the fall of this year. If eve¬ 
rything continues as sched¬ 
uled the school will open in 
the fall of 2005. 

“We are very excited 
about this announcement,” 
said Denise Miller, Didsbury 
High acting principal. 
“We’ve been waiting for the 
go ahead and now we can 
begin planning our new high 
school. This is great news 
for the students and the 
community of Didsbury.”

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Deb Ohlhausen and Heidi Nysten, Midway School committee members and concerned parents crowded into the 
Chinook's Edge School Board meeting on Wednesday along with other parents to express concerns over the possible 
closing of Midway School. 


Deb Ohlhausen, a committee 
member and parent of a student 
which attends the school, hopes 
that CESD can find some way 
to make Midway feasible, and 
save the school from closure. 

“Midway School has seen 
numerous birthday parties, 4H 
meetings and events, weddings, 
and a number of other things,” 
Ohlhausen said. “It really is the 
‘Heart’ of our community. (The 
community) is nothing without 
Midway School.” 

Roy Brassard, chairman for 
CESD and also a committee 
member, agrees with 
Ohlhausen, explaining that this 
is why it is such a difficult deci¬ 
sion for the board. 

“It is a hard decision because 
we recognize that Midway 
School really is Midway. There 
isn’t a town there, there isn’t a 
village there - the only thing 
that is there is a school, and 
everyone in the area uses Mid¬ 
way School as sort of a Central 
point,” Brassard said. “It’s a 
tough decision when you know 
the cost of educating students 
in that school is above normal 
because of the low attendance.” 

CESD Superintendent Jim 
Gibbons explained to the board, 
last week, that the school’s cur¬ 
rent student population is sit¬ 
ting at 37. 

The school’s capacity is 79 
students. So, with only 37 stu¬ 
dents attending the small, ru¬ 
ral school the utilization is sit¬ 
ting at 47 per cent. 

“Enrollment over the last 
two years has gone from 42 
down to 37 (students),” Gib¬ 
bons said. 

Brassard says that since 
CESD is the largest rural 
school division in the Province, 
perhaps the board needs to 
work harder at finding a reso¬ 
lution to keeping Midway open. 

“Chinook’s Edge is the larg¬ 
est, truly rural school division 
in the Province. 

So, if anyone has any sym¬ 
pathy towards a small commu¬ 
nity school it should be 
Chinook’s Edge. So, if we have 
to bend some rules, a little bit, 
to accommodate that or to en¬ 


courage that then we should 
do so. (Although,) at the same 
time we have to make abso¬ 
lutely certain that we are do¬ 
ing everything possible to en¬ 
courage enrollment in the 
school and make it as viable as 
possible.” 

Gibbons went on to explain 
that in order to keep the school 
open and safe for CESD stu¬ 
dents to attend, the building is 
in need of $525,000 worth of 
upgrades. 

“(Alberta Infrastructure) 
have been waiting for us to de¬ 
cide if we are going to keep it 
open. There is no point in 
putting half-a-million dollars 
into the school if we are to turn 
about and shut it down a year 
down the road,” Taylor added. 

If the school were to be 
closed the cost savings for 
CESD would total about 
$170,955. 

And, if the school were 
closed and students were to be 
bussed out, the closest school 
would be Carstairs, 32 km 
away and Didsbury being 35.9 
km away. 

The committee, when they 
performed their viability study 
to see if there was a shortage 
in students, shows that there 
really isn’t a shortage at all. 

Of the students which live 
in the Midway School bussing 
boundaries, and are within the 
grade structure at Midway, 14 
of these students go to 
Carstairs; eight go to 
Didsbury; and 13 are picked up 
and taken to schools in the 
Golden Hills School Division. 

Brassard says that although 
students have a choice on 
where they go to school, per¬ 
haps CESD should be sending 
students who choose CESD 
schools to Midway school. 

“Students have a choice in 
where they get their education. 
However, in Midway’s case we 
already bus some students out 
because the school only goes to 
grade 6,” Brassard explained. 
“In a lot of cases where the 
older sibling is already going 
into Carstairs, the parents are 
saying, ‘I would rather my 


younger child went there so 
they can be looked after by their 
older brother and sister.’ That 
is contrary to bussing regula¬ 
tions, normally, because if there 
is a school in the area then that 
is really the school you should 
go to. In this case it impacts 
on the schools population, and 
there are almost 100 kids that 
go elsewhere and not to Mid¬ 
way.” 

Pat Christensen, vice-princi¬ 
pal of Hugh Sutherland School 
(HSS) in Carstairs who also ad¬ 
ministers Midway School, says 
that her experiences with the 
small rural school have been 
nothing but positive, and en¬ 
couraged the school board to, 
also, keep the doors to Midway 
open. 

“I found the students to be 
well motivated to do their work 
and do it well,” she said. “In 
my time being there, there was 
no such thing as bullying as 
students at the larger schools 
at times face. Students do not 
fall through the cracks at Mid¬ 
way School. The small pupil- 
teacher ratio helps the students 
keep their dignity, while still 
receiving the help that child 
requires.” 

Christensen, just like the 
many parents who were 
present at last week’s board 
meeting, says that the board 
has a tough decision to make, 
but hopes the end result would 
be in keeping Midway School 
open. 

“Ladies and gentlemen I do 
not envy your decision, but I 
know it is one you have to 
make.” 

Ideas tossed out; 

The committee came up with 
a list of ideas that could, in the 
future, help grow the student 
population at Midway School. 

Some of these ideas include: 

Enforcing bussing bounda¬ 
ries; 

Changing the grade configu¬ 
rations (Possibilities included: 
Changing it to K-4 or maybe 
even go as high as grade 9. 
Currently the school goes to 
grade 6); 

Offering different types of 


programs, such as specialty 
programs. 

“Those aren’t necessarily 
recommendations, but they are 
all alternatives and possibilities 
because we have to do some¬ 
thing differently because we 
can’t carry on the same old way 
we have,” Taylor added. 

Midway parents are cur¬ 
rently working on a program, 
which they hope, could encour¬ 
age more students to Midway 
School. 

The parents are trying to 
come up with an agricultural 
ecology theme, to sort of make 
Midway School a ‘Green 
School.’ The parents are ex¬ 
pected to hold an open house 
in the near future to discuss 
this program, to see if it would 
work - and most importantly, 
would it attract more students. 

“I guess the first decision is, 
‘Are we going to keep it open?’ 
Then, if the board decides to 
keep it open we have got to 
look at some of these ideas and 
decide which ones we want to 
implement, which ones we 
think will work best to increase 
the enrollment at the school,” 
Taylor added. 

The difference between 
Chinook’s Edge and urban 
school divisions is that fact that 
they become involved in more 
than the education of children, 
but also involved in holding 
communities together through 
their schools, Taylor says. 

“Do we have a responsibil¬ 
ity to the community, being the 
largest rural school division? 
Are we just in the schooling 
business or are we also in the 
business of supporting our 
small, rural communities?” 
Taylor questioned. 

The board is expected to dis¬ 
cuss this issue, once again, in 
the near future. 

People representing 
Benalto School, also the re¬ 
sponsibility of CESD, were 
also in Innisfail last week try¬ 
ing to garner support to keep 
their school open. 

They, along with Midway 
School, are also on the list for 
“possible” school closures.

BSE — a huge challenge for us all

In recent days the BSE is¬ 
sue has heated up once again, 
with questions being asked 
about the $400 million in pro¬ 
vincial assistance that has 
been allocated to various fed 
cattle and cull cattle pro¬ 
grams. From the perspective 
of the Alberta Association of 
Municipal Districts and Coun¬ 
ties (AAMD&C), we do know 
that cow-calf operators 
haven’t benefited very much 
as yet, and we also know that 
prices for beef at the grocery 
store haven’t dropped nearly 
as much as prices received by 
cattle producers. 

But we also acknowledge 
that every sector of the live¬ 
stock industry is hurting 
badly, not to mention truck¬ 
ing companies that hauled live¬ 
stock and a whole host of 
small businesses in rural Al¬ 
berta. It’s a matter of time 
before that hurt will have a 
devastating impact on our rev¬ 
enue base and the services we 
provide. 

Alberta’s deputy premier 
and minister of agriculture, 
Shirley McClellan, has said 
her department is looking into 
the issue of cattle prices paid 


by processors, and the 
AAMD&C is eager to find out 
the facts. 

As for assistance to cow-calf 
operators, we’re waiting to 
hear the details on a federal 
program that was supposed to 
have been announced two 
weeks ago. 

In the meantime the 
AAMD&C is trying to do what 
it can to represent the interest 
of our member municipalities 
and rural Albertans on this 
very difficult issue. 

In late February we met with 
Minister McClellan, who told us 
she shares our concern that the 
U.S. border may not reopen to 
our live cattle anytime soon. 
She is very aware of the uncer¬ 
tainty and anxiety that’s out 
there in rural Alberta, and she’s 
working with the federal gov¬ 
ernment to get additional as¬ 
sistance to cattle producers 
through improvements to the 
Canadian Agricultural Income 
Stabilization (CAIS) program. 

Minister McClellan told us 
what’s needed is an innovative 
overall management plan to 
deal with excess numbers of 
cull cattle, and we couldn’t 
agree more. We passed along 
that message this week when 
we joined our fellow rural as¬ 
sociations from Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba in meetings with 
federal Finance Minister Ralph 


Goodale, Deputy Prime Minis¬ 
ter Anne McLellan, the Senate 
Agriculture Committee and top 
officials with Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Canada. 

In line with resolutions 
passed at our convention last 
November, the AAMD&C urged 
the federal government to end 
all supplementary beef imports 
from non-NAFTA countries, to 
help improve the market for 
beef from older cattle. We also 
told them about the devastat¬ 
ing impact the BSE crisis is 
having on rural Alberta, and 
discussed the adequacy of fed¬ 
eral assistance to cattle produc¬ 
ers and measures taken so far 
to reassure consumers. 

But we also talked about the 
need for the federal government 
to drop its testing requirements 
for imported U.S. cattle with 
respect to bluetongue and ana- 
plasmosis. In many ways this 
is just a needless barrier to 
trade, and we’re hoping that 
quick action on the issue will 
help us gain much-needed sup¬ 
port from the National Cattle¬ 
men’s Beef Association and 
other industry groups in the 
U.S. 

There’s no denying that poli¬ 
tics have become a major fac¬ 
tor in how the U.S. government 
is handling the question of reo¬ 
pening the border.

The MVTA are attempting to 
do due diligence. Under the 
Municipal Government Act the 
only due diligence that occurs 
is when the Municipal Affairs 
look at the annual returns sub¬ 
mitted by the municipalities. 
They review accountability and 
fiscal management only. Occa¬ 
sionally they do a forensic au¬ 
dit of each municipality. They 
will, however, investigate sub¬ 
stantive formal complaints 
about impropriety and admin¬ 
istrative matters relating to 
municipalities. 

Municipal auditors are 
rarely asked by municipalities 
to give a judgment on the wor¬ 
thiness of expenditures, only 
on their validity. There is an 
absence of due diligence in mu¬ 
nicipal matters. 

Mr. Jarand praises the ac¬ 


countability of the County on 
financial matters. He seems to 
imply that the budgeting proc¬ 
ess and controls are creations 
of the County rather than the 
legislated requirement of the 
Municipal Government Act. 
The surpluses that exist in the 
County are not so much from 
management as from the grow¬ 
ing Assessment base. Mountain 
View County has one of the 
highest assessment bases for 
rural municipalities in Alberta. 

Mr. Jarand says that the 
Councillors and senior staff 
members work in the best in¬ 
terests of the residents and that 
they make the best use of tax¬ 
payers money. 

This observation comes af¬ 
ter his successful lobby for a 
firehall in Water Valley.

County, Town’s trying to work “as one”

The animosity between the 
Town’s and Mountain View 
County, could be set aside after the 
creation of a new committee was 
formed to, hopefully, create a re¬ 
gional economic development 
framework for the region as 
whole. 

The committee was created af¬ 
ter Alberta Municipal Affairs ap¬ 
pointed two private consultants to 
facilitate a meeting for the munici¬ 
palities. 

“We want to have this area 
work together as a region, as com¬ 
pared to working against one an¬ 
other,” said Bob Clark, Carstairs 
resident and also chairman of the 
committee who was appointed by 
municipal affairs. “The region 
being the County of Mountain 
View and all the municipalities 
within it.” 

Elected officials and the man¬ 
agers of each municipality met last 
Wednesday evening, in Carstairs, 
to discuss the outlook of this 


group and how they want to work 
together towards “common 
goals.” 

Roy Brown, the Town of 
Carstairs’ interim CAO, says that 
he believes the region would oper¬ 
ate better economically if everyone 
worked together, rather than al¬ 
ways competing against one an¬ 
other. 

“The Town saw it as looking 
at the economic sustainability be¬ 
cause we see ourselves as being 
apart of the County,” Brown said. 
“(At last week’s meeting) we were 
just presenting our issues and we 
want to work towards solutions.” 

The Town, at present, has no 
expectations of this meeting as 
Brown says they didn’t want to 
go into the meeting demanding 
things. 

“We felt it was important to go 
in open minded so that it benefits 
both Town and County.” 

Brown touched on the aspect 
that smaller municipalities - like 
Carstairs - are constantly facing 
rising costs, yet not many in¬ 


creases in revenue making it dif¬ 
ficult. 

The County, however, seems to 
have a more stable economic base 
than the urban areas, making it 
easier for them to balance their 
budgets. Brown said. 

Brown says the Town’s aren’t 
looking for a “quick fix” solution 
by having money handed in their 
direction, but rather they are 
looking for long term solutions. 

“It is important for the Towns 
and rural areas to work together 
in spirit of cooperation that al¬ 
lows both to benefit economically 
whether it be shared servicing or 
joint encouragement and develop¬ 
ment of industry in the region,” 
Brown said. 

The Town’s, Brown says, are 
not just seeking money but want 
to look into the future as “one.” 

“We are not looking for money, 
we are looking for solutions,” 
Brown said. “We want to promote 
this region and we want to grow 
it. We want to be working together 
and not against each other as a 


Attempted murder charges laid in Carstairs 

assault

Two 48-year-old brothers 
have had charges of at¬ 
tempted murder added to 
their docket after a 92-year- 
old Mountain View County 
woman was assaulted in her 
home two weeks ago. 

Stuart Morley Bell of 
Carstairs and his twin 
brother Kenneth Ross Bell 
of Rolling Hills, Alberta, 
were charged with aggra¬ 
vated assault last week. 

The new charges, which 
carry a maximum penalty of 
life imprisonment, were put 
to the accused during a brief 
appearance before Judge Ian 
Kirkpatrick in Calgary pro¬ 
vincial court on March 10. 

Wearing prison-issue blue 
coveralls, the Bell brothers 
did not speak during the 
court appearance, except 
privately to their lawyers. 

By agreement between de¬ 
fence and Crown, the broth¬ 
ers remain in custody pend¬ 
ing a March 17 bail hearing 
in Calgary provincial court. 
Neither man has entered 
pleas to the charges. 

A publication ban prohib¬ 
its reporting on anything 
said during the March 10 
court appearance. 

Following court, prosecu¬ 
tor George Combe said the 
Crown will be opposing bail 
for both men. He declined to 
say what the Crown believes 
could be the possible motive 
behind the incident. 

Carstairs senior Alyce 
Francis, 92, says she was 
assaulted by two men 
known to her, in her 
Carstairs home, at about 
noon on March 3. 

“They grabbed me and 
turned me upside down,” 
Francis said from her 
Didsbury Hospital bed fol¬ 
lowing the incident. “One 
took one leg and one took 
the other. They carried me 
upside down into the den. 


and dropped me on the car¬ 
pet floor.” 

She said neither man 
made any demands and did 
not steal anything during 
the incident. Her husband 
Reg, also 92, called 911 fol¬ 
lowing the attack., 

Alyce Francis has a frac¬ 
tured vertebrate in her 
lower back and a sore neck, 
she said. 

Francis, who has been re¬ 
leased from hospital and is 
recovering at home, said 
March 10 she is shocked by 
the entire incident. 

“I haven’t any idea why 
they would have done this. 
It is absolutely out of the 
blue. I couldn’t give you a 
clue if my life depended on 
it. I’m overwhelmed and it’s 
been very devastating,” said 
Francis. 

A school teacher in 
Carstairs for more than 40 
years, Francis says she 
taught both Kenneth and 
Stuart Bell years ago when 
they were in Grade 12.

Didsbury RCMP Cpl. 
Conal Archer, one of two 
police investigators on the 
case, attended Wednesday’s 
court appearance. 

“The case is quite a bi¬ 
zarre one,” said Archer. 

Carstairs’ Mayor Lance 
Colby, following the assault, 
says that he is quite 
shocked that something 
like this would happen in 
the small Town. 

“To me, personally, I am 
shocked that this would 
happen,” Colby said. “She is 
a wonderful person. She is 
very kind and well liked in 
the community.” 

Colby says that he be¬ 
lieves there is still a feeling 
of “shock” going through 
the community, and he 
hopes Francis recovers 
quickly and resumes her 
health. 

“I think everyone is just ask¬ 
ing, ‘Why would this happen?”’ 
Colby said. 

According to Archer the 
RCMP investigation continues.

rival.” 

Mayor Lance Colby says 
that he looks forward to work¬ 
ing with this group, and hopes 
it will grow the entire region. 

“This is all about 
sustainability,” Colby said. 
“We want to be working as a 
whole, not just each one 
alone.” 

When asked if this meeting 
has anything to do with the ani¬ 
mosity between the Town and 
the County in regards to Moun¬ 
tain View County wanting access 
to the regional water line to con¬ 
struct an industrial park, no of¬ 
ficials would comment. 

The Town and the County 
have, for some time, been bat¬ 


tling over the use of the regional 
water line, which the town’s 
own, and the County is hoping 
to get in on. Alberta Municipal 
Affairs was brought in over this 
issue a few months ago. 

Colby and Brown couldn’t 
comment any further on this 
issue, as the group agreed that 
the “major details” would be 
discussed amongst each other, 
and not through the media, 
Clark said.

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Marriage on the Rock

On March 7 people from all 
over Mountain View County 
(MVC) came together at Zion 
Evangelical Missionary 
Church to affirm the meaning 
of marriage. Concerned 
churches from MVC sponsored 
the event “Marriage on the 
Rock: Protecting an Institution 
in Crisis”. 

The evening started at 6 p.m. 
with a video presentation re¬ 
minding everyone why they 
were there. Pastor Grant 
Sikstrom, Zion Church, then 
welcomed the crowd. 

“Tonight we have the oppor¬ 
tunity to be better informed and 
ask the hard questions,” said 
Sikstrom. 

“By your presence here you 
are saying this issue matters to 
you, and by the end of the 
evening you will be inspired.” 

Bruce Clemenger was the 
evening first keynote speaker. 
Clemenger has served on the 
staff of the Evangelical Fellow¬ 
ship of Canada since 1992 as 
the director of EFC’s Centre for 
Faith and Public Life in Ottawa 
since 1996, and he became 
president in June 2003. 

According to Clemenger, 
there are 8.4 million house¬ 
holds in Canada, approximately 
70 percent (5.9 million) of them 
are rooted with the marriage 
between a man and a women, 
15.4 percent (1.3 million) are 
one parent households, 14 per¬ 
cent are opposite sex common- 
law relationships, and 0.5 per¬ 
cent (34,000) are same-sex cou¬ 
ple households. 

“All sides think marriage is

a good thing and fundamental 
to society,” said Clemenger. 
“The issue is about the nature 
and structure of marriage, not 
about sexual orientation. 

The root of marriage is one 
man and one women.” 

Clemenger raised some ben¬ 
efits of marriage such as, mar¬ 
riages are twice as stable as 
common-law spouses, married 
people live longer, marriage is 
a guarantee that children will 
have a mother and a father, and 
marriage models the family 
form. 

“Marriage is good for chil¬ 
dren,” said Clemenger. “The 
stability of the parent’s rela¬ 
tionship affects the child’s fi¬ 
nancial situation, and the 
child’s conduct. 

The problem we have is that 
marriage is not defined in the 
federal law.” 

The options the federal gov¬ 
ernment has are to redefine 
marriage, have marriage and 
then civil unions (for same sex 
couples), or have civil unions 
only (for both opposite sex and 
same sex couples) and eliminate 
the word marriage. 

“According to a survey done 
on 3,000 Canadians, Canadians 
are not quite sure what they 
want,” said Clemenger. 

“There was a strong group 
not quite sure, a strong group 
for same sex marriages, and a 
strong group against. When we 
reworded the survey we got dif¬ 
ferent results.” 

At this point in the evening 
special guests MLA Richard 
Marz, and MP Myron 
Thompson were introduced. 

“Over 90 percent in this con¬ 


stituency would not be in fa¬ 
vour of same sex marriages,” 
said Marz. 

“We will not issue a license 
in this province unless it is be¬ 
tween a man and a women, and 
we will use every legal means 
to protect this clause.” 

Thompson also spoke 
against same-sex marriages, 
and offered gratitude to Pre¬ 
miere Ralph Klein for taking 
this stance. 

“The base for the foundation 
of family is the joining of one 
man and one women,” said 
Thompson. “There is no need 
for a change.” 

“Out of the thousands of let¬ 
ters, emails, and petitions I 
have received, only 12 have 
been in favour of same-sex mar¬ 
riages.” 

The second keynote speaker 
of the evening was Gerald 
Chipeur, LL.B LL.M., who rep¬ 
resents clients as general and 
project counsel. 

"Many members of parlia¬ 
ment will try to hide behind the 
constitution, they have to be 
willing to fight for the issue, 
not avoid it,” said Chipeur. 
“This is about your societies 
and most importantly your fam¬ 
ily. Families will not survive 
without a base called mar¬ 
riage.” 

Chipeur’s main concern 
over this issue was clearly the 
rights of children, and how chil¬ 
dren have the right to have 
both a father and a mother. 

“I am not here to create con¬ 
cern unnecessarily,” said 
Chipeur. “This is one of those 
battles that if God doesn’t in¬ 
tervene there is no hope. The 


way to win to is to say two sim¬ 
ple words, the children.” 

The final speakers of the 
evening were Diane and Dale 
Lang. The Langs have been 
married for almost 32 years, 
and that relationship was tested 
after their 17 year old son was 
killed in the Taber school shoot¬ 
ing in 1999. 

“I believe I have learned 
more about myself and our 
marriage since the death of our 
son,” said Diane. 

The couple shares a very “in¬ 
timate” relationship with God. 
This relationship came after 
they were married for six or 
seven years. 

“I have learned and grown 
so much from Dale,” said 
Diane. “Especially with the 
death of our son.” 

“A tragedy can tear a family 
apart or bring one together, it 
brought us together.” 

Diane went on to say that 
she puts Jesus before anything 
else, before her husband and 
family, and that’s how she feels 
it should be. 

“How can we love our neigh¬ 
bours, spouses and our lives if 
we don’t love ourselves,” said 
Diane. “It is important to en¬ 
courage each other so our 
hearts don’t harden.” 

Diane advised the audience 
to let Jesus be a part of every 
decision you make, and to let 
Jesus be the Lord over your 
marriage. 

“You are a team in your 
marriage, you are meant to fit 
together, you are meant to com¬ 
pliment each other’s strengths 
and weaknesses,” said Diane. 
“We need to honour God with 


our marriage and with our 
mouths.” 

Diane challenged the wives 
to let their husbands be the 
head of the household, “trust 
the God in them” she said, and 
for the husbands to love their 
wives “like Jesus loved the 
church.” 

The focus of Dale’s words 
was to love one another no 
matter what, even your en¬ 
emies. 

“The key to winning this 
battle is by loving our en¬ 
emies,” said Dale. 

“God is going to change the 
face of this nation, he is going 
to turn this nation around. 
This is the time God is going 
to bring revival to this land.” 

The evening ending with a 
Christian Affirmation of Mar¬ 
riage Statement, read by 
Clemenger. 

“We believe... 

That God’s intention for 
marriage is established 
throughout the scriptures of 
the Old and New Testaments; 

That God ordained marriage 
as a voluntary union for life of 
one man and one women; 

That sexual intimacy is le¬ 
gitimate only within the bounds 
of marriage; 

That Christian marriage is 
not simply a contract between 
two persons, but is a covenant 
ratified in the presence of God; 

That in Christian mar¬ 
riages, the Church acts as an 
agent of God’s blessing, as a 
primary witness and as a sup¬ 
portive community; and 

That a healthy marriage is 
the best foundation for families 
and the raising of children.”

2004 which will, upon final passage and approval, authorize the proper 
officers of Mountain View County to fend monies to the Mountain View Regional Waste Management 
Commission to assist in the purchase of bins for rural bin pickup service. 

The maximum amount of the loan is Ninety-seven Thousand, Eight Hundred Ninety-six ($97,896) Dollars and 
will not exceed Mountain View County's debt limit. The minimum rate of interest on the loan to tne Mountain 
View Regional Waste Management Commission shall be equivalent to the annual rate of interest the County earns 
on the previous year's long term investments. The source of the money to be loaned shall be funds in the County's 
Working Capital Reserve. The issuance of the loan shall be provided subject to an agreement between Mountain 
View County and the Mountain View Regional Waste Management Commission. Tne loan shall be issued in such 
a manner that the principal and interest will be made payable in, as nearly as possible, equal annual installments 
over a maximum period of six (6) years with no prepay ment penalty.

A person who is eligible to vote in the election for a councillor under the Local Authorities

in an election if that person: 

(a) is at least 18 years old. 

(b) is a Canadian citizen, and 

(c) has resided in Alberta for the 6 consecutive months immediately preceding election day 
and is a resident in the area on election day. 

The petition must be signed by electors of Mountain View County equal in number to at least 10 percent 
of the population. 

Each page of the petition must contain an identical statement of purpose of the petition, the petitioner's 
given name and signature, the street address of the petitioner or the legal description of the land upon 
which the petitioner lives, and the date on which the petitioner signs the petition.

sion by a number of coun¬ 
cils to postpone their tax 
collection deadlines or re¬ 
duce penalties for late pay¬ 
ment, hold the line on tax 
increases, or even refund a 
portion of revenues collected 
from local livestock produc¬ 
ers, as one county has cho¬ 
sen to do. 

More than half of our 
member municipalities have 
now declared an economic 
disaster due to BSE, and 
they’ve been pro-active in 
other ways, too. A number 
of councils are supporting 
the construction of a beef 
processing facility in their 
area, while most have or¬ 
ganized pro-beef campaigns, 
rallies and information 
meetings. 

Through resolutions and 
letters, our members have 
also provided valuable input 
to this association and the 
provincial and federal gov- 


Although there’s no plau¬ 
sible scientific reason for 
the Bush administration to 
continue to exclude our live 
cattle of any age, it is true 
that most American cattle 
producers favour an ex¬ 
tended ban. In an election 
year, that seems to be a ma¬ 
jor factor in dragging this 
out. 

The AAMD&C will be 
making a second submission 
to the USDA now that they 
have opened a second com¬ 
ment period on their pro¬ 
posed regulation to allow 
the import of live Canadian 
cattle less than 30 months 
old and boxed beef from cat¬ 
tle of any age. 

In a nutshell, we’ll urge 
the U.S. government to back 
their words on the need to 
deal with BSE on the basis 
of science with actions. 
That may become easier now 
that Mexico has reopened its 
borders to boneless cuts 
from U.S. animals less than 
30 months old. 

On the provincial front, 
we’re closely monitoring the 
impact BSE is having on our 
members’ ability to collect 
revenues - in the full knowl¬ 
edge that the worst may be 
yet to come. 

An indication of our mem¬ 
bers’ concern about the eco¬ 
nomic well-being of their 
ratepayers has been a deci- 


ernment on various aspects 
of the BSE issue, including 
testing and assistance to 
producers. 

Just as it’s tough for our 
cattle producers to have a 
solid business plan when 
there’s so much uncertainty 
about the future, it’s some¬ 
times hard to figure out the 
right lobby strategy when 
programs and new regula¬ 
tions are being launched at 
a break-neck pace, when 
new cases of BSE are discov¬ 
ered, and when most of the 
key decision makers are in 
foreign countries. 

On the bright side, the 
AAMD&C knows it can 
draw on the strength of our 
member municipalities and 
all rural Albertans, and that 
our province, the federal 
government and the cattle 
industry are working very 
hard for a resolution to this 
crisis. 


Visiting or working in other countries can be a won¬ 
derfully exciting experience. Why risk ruining your 
vacation or work experience because you did not an¬ 
ticipate potential health risks or problems? When plan¬ 
ning a trip all travellers should be assessed for the 
need for immunizations or tuberculosis (TB) screen¬ 
ing. When you plan an international trip, you should 
consider 3 three types of immunization: routine, rec¬ 
ommended and required. 

Routine immunizations are often considered what 
we have as children. Alberta Health and Wellness de¬ 
termines the foundations of our immunizations. If you 
have had your childhood series all you may need is a 
booster of tetanus and diptheria. 

Recommended vaccines are given depending on your 
type of travel, length of stay and risk of contact with 
certain diseases during your travel. Your Public Health 
Nurse will determine your vaccination needs based on 
this information. 

Certain immunizations are determined by interna¬ 
tional health regulations and are required to enter a 
country (e.g.. yellow fever). If you cannot provide proof 
of these required immunizations upon arrival, you will 
not be allowed into the country. What a disappoint¬ 
ment that would be! 

It takes time to complete a travel immunization pro¬ 
gram. Your best plan is to book your travel consult 
three months before your departure date. Some 
vaccines are only given in specially licensed clinics, 
plan well ahead! Depending on the vaccine you require, 
there may be a charge. An administration fee is 
charged for all travel consults.

Currently Alberta is 
about 100 regular members 
short and is expecting to 
lose 100 more members per 
year in attrition.

You may have no¬ 
ticed some activity 
around the building at 
the corner of Main 
Street and 21 Avenue 
that is usually called 
the Nolin building. The 
rubble has been cleared 
away and the concrete 
floor was cored. 

This week the drill¬ 
ing equipment came to 
drill test holes in vari¬ 
ous locations inside the 
building where the cor¬ 
ing was done. When we 
did the earlier outside 
remediation we concen¬ 
trated on areas that 
were under the juris¬ 
diction of the Town 
outside the building. 
We did not own the 
building when we 
started the cleanup 
under the provincial 
guidelines and with 
provincial funding. 

The Town of 
Didsbury does now own 
the building, but we are 
required to ensure that 
the site is clean before 
we sell it. 

The building had 
been offered for sale 
several times, and has 
had a sale which later 
fell through. 

There was a public 
auction a year or two 
ago. 

We will soon have 
test results that will 
dictate whether or not 
the building needs to be 
removed to access any 
remaining concerns. 
The Town of Didsbury 
expects to sell the 
property once the proc¬ 
ess is complete. 

Right now we are 
not sure whether we 
have a building to sell, 
or to demolish. Watch 
that space- there 
should be some action! 

On another issue, I 
have been hearing a lot 
of complaints about 
dogs and cats. Please 
be a good neighbour. If 
you have a pet it should 
not negatively impact 
your neighbours. That 
means noise, trespass¬ 
ing, running at large, 
doggie or cat doo or 
anything that intrudes 
on others’ property or 
senses. 

If you cannot keep 
your pet quiet and at 
home when not on a 
leash, you should not 
have one. Please be a 
responsible pet owner. 

Regarding snow re¬ 
moval: We have a 
policy that lists the 
roads in priority se¬ 
quence for snow re¬ 
moval. 

The main arteries 
are done first. Collec¬ 
tor roads are next, and 
so on. Edmonton , 
with considerably 
more snow than we 
have, has not cleaned 
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Addressing concerns 


streets in residential 
areas at all. Calgary 
made an adjustment to 
their policy of not 
cleaning residential 
streets, doing them 
once after the largest 
snowfall this winter. 

As I detailed in a pre¬ 
vious article, Didsbury 
has less than $300. of 


an $1800. tax bill left 
to do all of public 
works, Council, legis¬ 
lative, and all discre¬ 
tionary spending. 

In spite of extremely 
limited resources, 
Didsbury public works 
has cleaned residential 
streets. We provide the 
same services to resi¬ 


dents with very little 
in population and as¬ 
sessment to pay the 
bills. Please be reason¬ 
able in your expecta¬ 
tions of the Town. As 
a matter of fact, you 
could help us by com¬ 
plaining to the govern¬ 
ment of Alberta about 
the $951,528.45 that 


they took from Dids¬ 
bury property taxes 
last year. We expect 
that number will be 
well over a million dol¬ 
lars this year, in spite 
of Steve West’s com¬ 
mitment in 2001 that 
education taxes from 
property would be 
capped at $1.2 billion.

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QUESTION: You have talked about how Barbie dolls place 
undue emphasis on clothing, possession and appearance. 
Barbie isn’t the only example of this adolescent influence in 
our culture, is it? 

DR. DOBSON: No, our children are saturated with com¬ 
mercial stuff that has the same impact. More and more, we 
see adolescent clothes, attitudes and values being marketed 
to younger and younger children. And rock and rap music, 
with adolescent and adult themes, is finding eager listeners 
among the very young. 

1 believe it is desirable to postpone the adolescent experi¬ 
ence until it is summoned by your child’s happy hormones. 
Therefore, 1 strongly recommend that parents screen the in¬ 
fluences to which their children are exposed, keeping activi¬ 
ties appropriate for each age. While we can’t isolate our kids 
from the world as it is. we don’t have to turn our babies into 
teenyboppers. 

QUESTION: T alk about a father’s impact on his daugh¬ 
ter and what he should hope to accomplish through that rela¬ 
tionship. 

DR. DOBSON: Fathers have an incalculable impact on 
their daughters. Most psychologists believe, and I am one of 
them, that all future romantic relationships that occur in a 
girl’s life will be influenced positively or negatively by the 
way she perceives and interacts with her dad. 

If he rejects and ignores her, she will spend her life trying 
to replace him in her heart. If he is warm and nurturing, she 
will look for a lover to equal him. If he thinks she is beauti¬ 
ful, worthy and feminine, she will be inclined to see herself 
that way. But if he thinks she is unattractive and uninterest¬ 
ing, she is likely to carry self-esteem problems into her adult 
years. 

I have also observed that a woman’s respect for her hus¬ 
band is significantly influenced by the way she perceived her 
father. If he was overbearing, uncaring or capricious during 
her developmental years, she may disrespect her husband and 
question his judgment. But if Dad blended love and leader¬ 
ship in a way that conveyed strength, she will be more likely 
to live harmoniously with her husband. 

These tendencies and trends are not absolute, of course. 
Individual differences can always produce exceptions and con¬ 
tradictions. But this statement will be hard to refute: A good 
father will leave his imprint on his daughter for the rest of 
her life. 

QUESTION: My children are still young and they are 
doing fine now, but I worry a lot about the adolescent years 
that loom ahead. I’ve seen other parents go through some 
pretty terrible things when their teenagers began to rebel. 
How can I help my sons avoid that turmoil 10 years from 
now? 

DR. DOBSON: The apprehension that you describe is well- 
founded, and many parents feel something similar today. The 
most important suggestion I can make is for you to redouble 
your efforts to build good relationships with your kids while 
they are young. That is the key to surviving the adolescent 
years. If they emerge from childhood with doubts about 
whether you really love and care for them, anything is possi¬ 
ble during the turbulent teens. Boundaries, restrictions and 
threats will be no match for adolescent anger, frustration 
and resentment. 

As author Josh McDowell said, “Rules without relation¬ 
ship leads to rebellion.” He is right. That’s why parents can’t 
afford to get preoccupied with business and other pursuits 
that interfere with the task of raising children. Kids are young 
for such a brief period. During that short window, they must 
be given priority. 

Once you’ve done what you can to lay the proper founda¬ 
tion, I urge you to approach your parenting duties with con¬ 
fidence. Anxiety about the future is risky in itself. It can make 
parents tentative and insecure in dealing with their young¬ 
sters. They don’t dare cross them or deny their wishes for 
fear of being hated in the teen years. Teenagers pick up those 
vibes intuitively, which often generates disrespect in return. 
Don’t make that mistake. You have been placed in a position 
of authority over your young children. Lead them with confi¬ 
dence and care.

Obviously there has to be 
some things that have been 
positive accomplishments by 
the current County Council. I 
cannot begin to enumerate all 
of them. 

Councils have to be seen as 
doing something creative or 
otherwise they would be seen 
to be no more than custodians 
of the public purse and that is 
mainly what the Administra¬ 
tive staff is hired to do. 

With regards to the “pro¬ 
posed” new administration 
building, surely Mr. Jarand 
must be aware of that continu¬ 
ing "disruptive" saga. He must 
be aware of the question on the 
ballot at the last election and 
the "non-binding" result s of that 
ballot and of the findings of the 
"ad hoc" building committee 
that was struck after the 
County refused to accept the 
results of the ballot. He must 
also be aware of the County's 
public relations fiasco that at¬ 
tempted to convince the elector¬ 
ate that a new building was re¬ 
quired, in spite of the commit¬ 
tee's findings. He may not be 
aware that the County dis¬ 
counted some of the responses 
to the questionnaire. The 
County then announced that 
the "survey" showed that the 
"majority" of respondents 
wanted a new building. The 
question was slanted and the 
resulting "sample" had insuffi¬ 
cient numbers to meet any sta¬ 
tistical validity test. 

Here is a parable for you to 
consider. I was employed for 
eight years in a major Cana¬ 
dian telecommunications com¬ 
pany during which time we had 
three new chief operating offic¬ 
ers. After each of these new ap¬ 
pointments came a new bigger 


and better head office building. 
There seems to have been a pro¬ 
pensity among those senior of¬ 
ficials to leave a legacy to suc¬ 
ceeding employees and share¬ 
holders. I wonder what is driv¬ 
ing the need for this new 
County building. 

On this issue, are the 
"Councilors and Administra¬ 
tion trying to do the best for 
the residents of this great 


County”? 

MVTA says a new adminis¬ 
trative building is an unneces¬ 
sary expenditure of taxpayers 
money. 

The financial surpluses that 
exist in the County can be bet¬ 
ter used to improve services and 
infrastructure.

Her 6T frame, long arms and 
amazing flexibility make 
Christine, 18, a natural basketball 
player. Ironically, these sought 
after qualities are also symptoms 
of a rare disease that could make 
her dreams to play in the WNBA 
unattainable. 

Christine, the 2004 Mountain 
View County all-star basketball 
MVR has Marfan’s Syndrome, a 
connective-tissue disorder that af¬ 
fects the skeletal and cardiovas¬ 
cular systems, eyes and skin. 

Since this disease commonly 
affects tall, slender people who 
have more elasticity in their bod¬ 
ies, it can also cause the aortic 
valve, which feeds the heart, to 
stretch and weaken. 

In Christine’s case, a blow to 
the chest could kill her instantly. 

Needless to say, at the level she 
plays, Christine takes her life in 
her hands every time she steps on 
the court. 

So why does she play? 

Because, (in her own words) 
“I don’t want to live without bas¬ 
ketball.” 

It has always been her dream. 

Christine, like her father, grew 
up loving the game. 

Nagging injuries (unbe¬ 
knownst to Christine and her fam¬ 
ily, were the first signs of Marfan’s 
Syndrome) prevented her from 
joining a team until Grade 8. 

All through Grade 7 Christine 
experienced problems with her 
feet. A specialist at Alberta Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital suggested surgery. 
Each foot, one at a time, was op¬ 
erated on and put into a cast for 
two months. 

When she was finally able to 
join a league it wasn’t long before 
coaches noticed her. 

“Even before joining a team 
Christine attracted the attention 
of coaches because of her height. 
As soon as she grabbed a basket¬ 
ball they really started to notice 
her,” remembers Christine’s 
mother, Liz deGoesbriand. 

By Grade 9 Christine was fi¬ 
nally able to give it her all and 
she played hard with the Hugh 
Sutherland Jr. team. 

Another crushing blow was 
delivered when Christine’s leg was 
broken during a game. Once again 
her season ended early. 

"Basketball is a rough sport, 
part of what makes it so interest¬ 
ing,” she said with an indifferent

shrug. 

Finally, Grade 10 allowed this 
star athlete to really shine. 

Christine played with her 
school team and in a Calgary 
league. She practiced with the U 
of C Dinos and received one-on- 
one training from their assistant 
coach. 

Grade 11 saw her game really 
grow. Awards, trophies and MVPs 
began to pile up. 

Another injury to Christine’s 
back sent the then 16-year-old, 
back to the Children’s Hospital. 

“I was having back problems 
(scoliosis is another symptom of 
Marfan’s Syndrome), I couldn’t 
even move I was so injured,” said 
Christine. 

Doctors saw more than a back 
injury. At first they suspected Lu¬ 
pus, blood test showed weak posi¬ 
tive signs for this auto-immune 
disease. 

Christine was sent to a rheu¬ 
matoid arthritis specialist to learn 
how to live with Lupus, but when 
the specialist saw her tell-tale fea¬ 
tures and old foot x-rays, she sus¬ 
pected it wasn’t Lupus, but 
Marfan’s Syndrome. 

Echocardiograms and MRIs 
confirmed it. 

“It was the day after my 17th 
birthday, I knew walking in there 
(to hear the diagnosis confirmed) 
what they were going to say.” 

“I still hoped it was Lupus.” 

“Even though the risk of dy¬ 
ing was greater with Lupus I knew 
I could continue to play basket¬ 
ball, but it was Marphan’s.” 

“They said, “you can’t run, 
you can’t play volleyball, baseball” 
they seemed to avoid basketball 
until the end. I told them “I don’t 
care about all that, can I play bas¬ 
ketball?” 

“Then I heard it, “you can’t 
play basketball.” I wanted to die. 
I thought my life was over.” 

Christine went home ripped 
every basketball poster off the 
wall, her room was covered , and 
began a spiral into depression. 

“I threw out everything. I 
hated everything. I hated life.” 

That was the denial stage. 
Beta-blocker drugs were pre¬ 
scribed to control her heart and 
help it heal as much as possible. 

Christine was physically and 
emotionally in bad shape. 

School attendance was spo¬ 
radic and Christine began to fill 
her life with anything but good. 

Liz and her whole family, 
stepfather, aunts. Grandmother, 
older brother and younger 
brother and sister, were all reel¬ 
ing from the news. They didn’t 
know how to help her. 

“I didn’t want to do anything 
anymore,” she remembers. “I 
was hurting myself more than 
basketball ever could.” 

Thankfully family and close 
friends persisted and managed 
to bring Christine around. 


“It was eventually my family 
and friends who helped me see I 
couldn’t deny everything,” said 
Christine. 

During this nine month time 
span Christine’s heart began to 
heal and become stronger. 

Another visit to the heart spe¬ 
cialist confirmed she had healed 
well enough to resume playing, 
but the rheumatoid arthritis spe¬ 
cialist was adamant that a blow 
to the chest could still be the end 
of her life. 

“I didn’t care. I began nag¬ 
ging my mom 24/7 to let me 
play,” said Christine. 

Nagging would be the under¬ 
statement of the year, said Liz. 

Where Liz was trying to con¬ 
vince her daughter to be safe and 
survive, Christine wanted to risk 
it all. 

Christine used opportunity to 
remind her mother a simple car 
accident could cause the seatbelt 
to crush her heart. Slipping on 
ice or play-fighting with friends 
might provide the final blow. 

Living could be what kills 
Christine. 

Endless hours of praying, re¬ 
search and counselling showed 
Liz the light. She realized this 
wasn’t her decision to make, as 
any mother would understand, 
this didn’t come easy. 

“I realized basketball isn’t 
something Christine did, it 
makes her who she is.” 

“I knew none of us hold the 
fate of our life in our own hands, 
we think we do but it is held by 
a much stronger force than our 
own.” 

In turn, Liz reminded her 
daughter that she had been to 
every doctor’s appointment, 
heard all the information and 
was aware of the dire conse¬ 
quences. 

“Soon Christine would be 18 
and would go off on her own, to 
college or whatever else, and I 
wouldn’t be there to watch over 
her.” said Liz, holding back 
tears. “I told Christine I would 
let her make her first adult de¬ 
cision. Then I asked, do you 
want to play?” 

Christine’s answer was ex¬ 
pected. 

She didn’t waste anymore 
time to start living again. 

Christine decided 2003/04 
would be her signature season. 

She knows yearly heart ex¬ 
ams could deliver the news that 
once again she would have to 
give up the part of her that 
makes her feel so special. 

“The second I touch a bas¬ 
ketball it all seems easier, 
clear.” 

“I can do everything right, 
on the basketball court. On 
the court, whatever I do I do 
without hesitation. It just 
comes naturally, I don’t have- 
to stop and think.”
